Tbe 
effort to do either thing will probably 
remit in the passage of a bill for the 
redemption of the greenbacks in silver 
dollars, and for the payment of all Unit- 
ed States bonds in gold or silver coin in 
tbe discretion of the president, who will 
be commanded to exercise his option for 
the advantage of the government and 
not for the advantage of the creditor. 


"With such an uproar in congress as 


these proceedings will create, with west 
em congressmen embroiled therein, 
with presidential vetoes, as threatened 
by Secretary Gage under angry discus- 
sion, it will happen that all business 
enterprises and funds and stocks will be 
disturbed, prices will fall, insolvencies 
will increase, and tbe Republicans will 
lose the congressional elections in 1898 
as disastrously as they did in 1890, and 
beyond the hope of a favorable reaction 
in 1900, at which time therefore a Bry- 
an Democrat 10 president and congress 
will be chosen.

of which 490 were failures to produce 
oil in paying quantities and some were 
gas wells. At an average cost of $1,800 
these wells would represent an outlay 
of the enormous sum of 14,050,900, to 
say nothing of the bonus money paid 
and other expenses of getting leases. 
These wells are located in some twenty 
counties and cover a large area of ter- 
ritory. The average daily output of 
crude oil in the held is about 60,000, 
barrels. There is no way of estimat-1 
ing the great amount of money paid' 
out for the development of the "crude! 
product in this state for a year.

But \ ery few people are aware of 


the number of completed wells in the ] 
Northwestern Ohio held since thecorn- 
jk'tion of the first crude oil producer 
<it the Lima paper mill, something like 
fourteen years ago, The counties of 
which the tieid consists are as follows:
